To the Inhabitants of the Town of Brookline qualified to votein Town affairs: 
You are hereby notified to meet at the Hall of J. H. 8. Tucker in said Town, on 
the Thirteenth day of March next, at Nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects:— 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Article 2. To hear the reportsof Agents, Auditors, Committees or Officers 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the support 
of the Poor, paying the just debts of the Town and all other legal purposes the 
year ensuing. 


Article 4. Tosee what sum ofmoney the Town will raise for the support 
of Schools the year ensuing. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the repair 
of Roads and Bridges the ensuing year, and say how the same shall be raised 
and appropriated. 


Article 6. To see what sum the Town will raise to meet the necessary ex- 
penses of Brookline Public Library or take any action in relation to the same. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for the purpose 
of purchasing Text Books and other Supplies, in compliance with Chapter 13th 
of Laws of 1889. 


Article 8. To see what action the Town will take in regard to observing 
Memorial Day, raise money for the same, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 9. To see what action the Town willtake to form a Fire Company 
and raise money to support the same or actin any way in relation tothe same. 


Article 10. Toseeifthe Town will vote to build a sidewalk on Main Street, 
froma point opposite the Barber shop to the Elm tree near the Hay scales, 
also lay flagstones from it to end of sidewalk at Sonth-west corner of J.H.S. 
Tucker’s store, thence across the street to the corner of sidewalk opposite, 
raise or appropriate money for the same or act in any way in relation to same. 


Article 11. Toseeifthe Town will vote to build a sidewalk from a point 
opposite the house of James Campbell to the South Brookline R. R. station, 
from thence to the bridge near C. A. Stickney’s mill, raise money to pay for 
the same, ehoose a committee or agent to carry the same into effect, or take 
any action in relation to the same. 


Article 12. To see ifthe Town will vote to pay the Moderator for his services 
or take any action in relation to the same. 


Article 13. To see ifthe Town will vote to take a new valuation of all the 
Personal and Real Estate in town for the purpose of assessing the taxes upon 
coming season, or take any action in relation to the same. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will instruct their Road Agent or Agents 
to ascertain what rights the Town has to maintain a highway across the 
mill-pond occupied by P. L. Pierce, ascertain if any person or persons 
are infringing upon those rights by flowing the water of said pond too 
high, or take any action in relation to the same. 


Article 15. To see ifthe Town will vote to recompense Mrs. B. Gould for 18 
lights of glass broke out of her shop and house some two years ago, by some 
boys, and collect the same from responsible parties if to be found, or take any 
action in relation to the same. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorise their Selectmen to 
survey a certain angle of line known as ‘‘Dunstable old line”, and erect at its 
corner a Stone in the ground, and on this monumennt let the inscription be 
S. W. Corner of Old Dnnstable, or take any action in relation to the same,

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


0-Bsoe Rae see e—O— 


Another school year is completed and ready to be bound in 
the volume of the past. 

With the majority of our schools we can unanimously say 
that the record is a credit to the town, pupils and parents. 
Your Board have labored for the interests of the community and 
endeavored to procure successful teachers. While the Board 
hold themselves responsible to a certain extent for the success 
of your schools, the parents are equally responsible. Do you 
as parents realize the power and influence that you possess and 
should wield in assisting to form the character and usefulness 
of our schools? The schools belong to you. Do you aspire to 
place them on a higher level? Do you visit the schools during 
the year and note the behavior of your boys and girls, whether 
they are improving the golden opportuntties or simply drifting 
without any aspirations. Parents, friends are your ideas of the 
real value of our schools based upon your own personal knowl- 
edge of them or upon your powers of imagination, hearsay, or 
the exaggerated reports of pupils? A good school is and must 
be an orderly and methodical one. A sense of honor and pride 
must prevail; This must be nurtured by the teacher, who to be 
successful, must constantly have before her the responsibility that 
rests upon her, not only of stimulating the brain, but of cultivat- 
img the morals of those in her charge. We do not believe in 
constantly nagging a pupil or of unreasonable punishment, but 
you must have certain rules that must be obeyed. What would 
be the condition of our town if we had no laws to be enforced? 
if a pupil defiantly breaks a rule should he not be punished? 
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A teacher should be granted reasonable authority, which should 
at all times be respected and maintained. If the Board fail to 
meet your approbation, consult with them and thoroughly in- 
vestigate all seeming errors ere you condemn them. The large 
number of visits made by parents and friends speak highly for 
your interest. The many words of encouragement that have 
been spoken to the teachers and your Board have been fully ap- 
preciated. 

A larger sum of money will be required for books the ensuing 
year as many of them are completely worn out from use, not 
abuse, as the pupils are unusually careful in defacing them. 

New desks are needed at the Grammar and Village Primary 
schools for the teachers, and single desks for the pupils would 
improve the order.
